This 
would give $2,000 per mile, 
which, with its modern ma- 
chiner} - , would insure the 
construction of the best high- 
ways. Not a dollar of the 
government money 'should go 
to an}- State that did not agree 
through its legislature to ap- 
propriate $500 per mile, and 
not a dollar to the county 
which would not add $500 per 
mile. Such a law would in- 
sure the building of roads 
where people want them and 
where the road spirit is ad- 
vanced. The roads could be 
built by the government un- 
der the direction of their en- 
gineers and kept up by the 
counties through which they 
l>assed. Under such a sys- 
tem of road building the 
wealth of this country in ten 
years would increase greater 
than in any ten years of its 
previous history. It would 
be worth ten times as much 
as the Philippines and cost 
ten times less in the end.
